THE CLOSING OF THE ROLLING- MILLS. 
Tue Trisune long since expressed the 
opinion that Mr. O. W. Potter of this city, 
President of the North Side Rolling-Mills, 
was the most intelligent and clear-headed 
man engaged in the manufacture of steel 
and Iron in this country. His recent state- 
ments published in THe TriIpune confirm 
this opinion beyond all question. 
It will be seen that the North Side and the 
Joliet Stee! Works have closed, or wil! do so 
within a few days, and several thousand men 
are now or will besoon out of employment. 
Destressing as is this result, there can be no 
difficulty in ‘ascertaining the causes, nor in 
finding where the difficulty lies. 
The manufacture of steel has been pro- 


nveraging during many years from 80 to 100 
per cent. That is, the manufacturers have 
been authorized by law to demand of Amer- 
ican consumers from 80 to 100 per cent more 
for their rails than these ralis could be pur- 
chased for elsewhere. the consequence has 
been that the profits have been so enormous 
that the capacity of production of steel rails 
in this country has increased from 400,000 


This capacity of production is far in ad- 
wance of—in fact nearly double—the quantity 
that can find a market. The inordinate 
profits have stimulated the manufacture un- 
til now at least one-half the producing mill 
have no market for their production except 
nt rates which are not profitable, and, in the 
Absence of other reductions, must cause a 
loss. Protection has, therefore, overreached 
itself. It has killed the producer of the 
golden egg, and has now necessitated a re- 
duction not only of the cost of pig-iron, but 
of all the items whieh goto swell the cost 
ot prodycing steel rails. 

Ano calamity has overtaken the steel- 
tail manufacturer. ‘The general inflation of 
prices, including railroad bonds and stocks, 
has led to the construction of many unnec- 
essary railroads; the demand for railroads 
has been comparatively exhausted. The 
mount of rails needed has been reduced. 
while the capacity for production has been 
doubled, and the market has become over- | 
stocked, prices lowered, sales arrested, and 
how the mills are stopped. The labor mar- 
ket is, ot course, the great sufferer. With 80 
per cent protection, steel rails can no longer 
be sold at the cost of production. Bar-iron is 
in like manner depressed, and the closing of 
the steel mills stops the demand for pig-iron 
and iron-ore. | 
| Mr. James M. Swank, the leading Penusyl- 
Vania authority on iron and steel industry, in 
a rece ms letter reads the following lesson to 
the average 100-per-cent-profit manufactur- 
ers. Ile says: 

All causes combined have given to our iron 
and steel manufacturers an unsatisfactory year’s 
trade, and contributed to the stidden decline 
this month of the price of steel rails, in which 
decline some other iron and steel products have 
necessarily #ympathized. If our [fhigh-tariif 
greedy) friends bud daly considered the signs of 
‘the times last spring, and nad heeded the warn- 
i in our anntial report, many of them would 

now be wondering what has bappened. They 
iwonid have been prepared for the low prices of 
today by accepting lower prices last summer. 
‘They could even have prevented prices from 
dropping to their present low level if they had 
yielded à little more than they had last spring 
. simmer, and taken orders for pig-iron 
and steel rutis which were suffered to go abroad. 
Wo couid thus have @revented the very large

The present priee of steel rails in England 
is $26 per ton, the duty is $28 per toy, and 
the freight averages from $4 to 86 per ton, 
making a total of $48 to $50 per ton. That 
is the margin of bounty to the manufacturer 
furnished by the law. The Pennsylvania 
mills are said to be offering their rails at $42 
per ton, or less than cost. They are doing 
this of course to break down the Western 
mills, The tariff protects them up to the 
cost of production, but does not protect the 
Western manufacturers. The Pennsylva- 
nians propose to reduce the rate of wages, 
and ot pig-iron, and under the protection of 
the S28 per ton go on and manufacture. The 
Western men, unable to compete, are n@es- 
sarily driven to tine wall, and the 
deliverance to the inanufacturers west 
of the Alleghenles is in die ° intme- 
diate reduction orf the tariff duty from 
$28 to $14 per ton. Distance from the East is 
a natural and far better protection to the 
West than is afforded by the tariff. Here is 
What Mr. Potter in his recent interview said 
on the point as to the result of the contro- 
versy between the East atid the West.

To show how these Eastern and Pennsy!l- 
vania manufacturers, under cover of their 
100 per cent tariff, are saerificing the work- 
men and pauperizing the wages of labor, and 
are using the same tariff to destroy wages and 
bankrupt the iron and steel industry west or 
the Alleghenies, we reproduce what Mr. 
Potter said on that point. 

In 1883 it looks as though no greater volume 
of manufacture would be cailed for t tbe 
East or the West can supply singly. itis a 
question of the East with lower labor. foreina 
ore, and foreign pig-metal, against the native 
ores, native pig-metal,and higher-priced labor 
of the West. The East expects to overcome the 
cost of transportation and do the business the 
West will try to bold. In other words, this is 
simply a reopening of the quarrel when we bad 
some pretty plain talk in Pittsburg three or 
four years ago. At that time steel rails here 
went to $42, but there was no talk of disturbing 
the tariff. An Eastern man said in Mr. Carne- 
gie’s otfice, “It's a question of the survival of 
the tittest.” That seems to be their policy. They 
stand up and stout for rif. Tariff, tariff, 
tariff! They buy foreign pig, and the moment 
there is a stringency in the market they com- 
menee reducing prices, and say they can run 
and make money just the same, and the Gor- 
— is justified in reduem the tariff one- 
ha 

The predictions of Mr. Potter have been 
realized sooner than he anticipated. The 
East has reduced wages to the “pauper” 
standard, and, backed up by the tariff, has 
compelled the West to reduce wages and 
close up the milla. The pretense that the 
high tariff always enabled the Penusylva- 
niars to pay high wages has always beeh a 
fraud and a snare. They never hesitated to 
reduce wages to the lowest point, and they 
are now repeating the same old trick. The 
end sought this time is to starve out the 
Western mills under the combined aid of 
low wages and more tariff. Against this 
fraudulent protection the whole entire West 
enters its earnest protest. Pennsylvania 
may pauperize her own labor, but the West 
protests, and asks protection by a reduction 
of the tariff on steei at least one-half. 


THE HIGH-LICENSE QUESTION. 

The Chicago Staats-Zeitung, discussing 
the merits of the high-license system in its 
application to Chicago, makes the suggestion 
that instead of levying a uniform tax of 8300 
or 8500 upon all the saloons, which it claims 
would be unjust to the small and decently- 
conducted saloons in the outskirts of the 
city, a minimum tax ot $100 should be levied 
upon all saloons, and that in addition to this 
tax every grogshop should pay into the City 
Treasury an amount equivalent to 10 per 
cent of the annual rental of the portion of 
the building occupied by it. It urges that 
the effect of the high license would be tu 
break up these small outside beer-saloons in 
the German wards, which are usually con- 
ducted in an orderly manner, and against 
which no offense can be charged. 

The suggestion of the Staats-Zeitung 


would be entitled to consideration if it were 


practical, but it appears to us that this 
schenie of graded taxation is not only caleu- 
lated to defeat the very objects of a high 
license, bE is also without any warrant in 
the city charter. The amount received from 
the 10 per cent charge upon the rental would 
not reduce the nuinber of saloons of any 
character, and the compensation received 
from the rental of the small outside salqons 
would not amount to any appreciable sum. 
Very few of these little duggeries pay over 
$200 or $300 rent, which would yield but $20 
or 830; and even suppose they paid the ex- 
ceptional rent of $500, their rental percentage 
would yield but $50, while numerous ave- 
nues for lessening or evading altogether the 
rental tax would be discovered. On the 
dag? shops, which it is the object of a high 
license to shut up, the Staats-Zeitung’s sug- 
gestion would have noeffect. There are hun- 
dreds upon hundreds of these hell-holes, 


+ sinks of crime and beastliness, which pay 


cheap rents and could easily manage to pay 
the percentage and then fleece it out of their 
besotted customers, There are equal num- 
bers of other low dens, variety shops, cigar 
parlors, and small concert-saioous in old, 
cheap, and rickety tenements, which are had 
for yery low rental, as they are unfit for resi- 
dence or business purposes, which would 
also easily continue to live and pay théir 10 
per cent tax. 

But suppose, for the sake of the argument, 
that the high license did shorten up the 
number of small and orderly saloons in dis- 
tant parts of the city. Suppose that in a 
given neighborhood there are twelve saloons 
of this class, in which disturbance seldom 
oceurs and which: are not public nuisances 
and six of them are obliged to close—what 
difference does it make? What harm is 
done? The patrons of the original twelve 
saloons will still get their beer and all they 
want of it at the same price they did before. 
The six saloonkeepers who have retired from 
business can go into seme useful employ- 
ment, and the six who are left, as “the sur- 
vival of the fittest,”’ will furnish all the beer 
that is needed and make no complaint over 
the extra demand. If ot the original twelve 
but one remained, the Staats-Zeitung itseif 
would be astonished at the rapid and very 
flexible methods it would adopt to aecom- 
modate itself to the new demands upon its 
eapacity. There is scarcely a saloon in the 
city that would fail in a week’s time to sup- 
ply twice, five, or even ten times its present 
number of customers. Suppose that the high 
license should reduce the entire number of 
saloons in the city one-half—what harm 
would be done? It would give 2,000 abie- 
bedied men the opportunity to go into other 
business and thus reinforce the labor mar- 
ket. 

In its well-meant effort to protect a few 
small outlying beer-shops, the Stacate-Zei- 
tung’s plan would sacrifice the enormous 
benefit that would accrue to the city, already 
very short of money. The city wants a 
million of dollars Instead of $150,000 rey- 
enue from the enormous liquor. traffic; and 
what the public wants is to.shut up the low 
dens of rufiianism, joaferism, prostitution, 
thievery, and gambling. It demands the high 
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license as agreat moral sanitary measure. 
that will restore the moral tone of the city’s 
health, now fearfaily shattered dy the ex- 
cesses practiced under the lew-license sys- 
tem. The city watts the revenue to increase 
the police force fully 300 men, and if there 
were any surplus left it could go to sebool 
purposes. Besides ali these considerations, 
there is another which we commend to the 
Staats-Zeitung, Is the mixed-license system 
legal? Under what provisiop of the charter 
can a graded tax be levied upon the same 
line of business? Must not taxation upon 
the same business be uviform ?

PIG-IRON KELLEY’S CONTEMPLATED DE- 


PARTURE. : 

Washington advices indicate that Judge 
Kelley, ot Pennsylvania—Pig-Iron Kelley— 
who is Chairman of the Ways and Means 
Committee of the present. Cungress, intends 
to bolt the Republican éaucus, as he threat- 
ened to do last session, unless he can induce 
his Republican colleagues to support his 
hobby for the total abolition of the internal- 
tax system. It is to be hoped that this rumor 
is founded in fact, that Judge Kelley will not 
content himself with mere threats, and that 
he will desert the Republican party and leave 
it to its fate. Every means should be taken 
to assure Judge Kelley that his contemplated 
departure will not be resented, in order to 
encourage him In his purpose. 

Judge Kelley has for many years been the 
most persistent and unreasonable advocate 
of asystem which has oppressed the many 
for the benefit o f the few, and he has prob- 
ably been more efficient in blocking the way 
to tariff-reform than any other one person. 
Instead of his contributing to the welfare or 
progtess of the Republican party in all this, 
his power has come largely from his co nnec- 
tion with that party and the added influence 
which that connection has enabled him to 
exert. But his demand now that the Kepub- 
liean party shall repeal all taxes on whisky 
and tobacco in order to maintain the taxes on 
imports, and thereby swell the profits of 
American manufacturers and monopdists, is 
an impertinence, The Republicans in Con- 
gress will not dare to go to any such length 
in support of the system which Judge Kelley 
represents. The most emphatic way in which 
this fact may be impressed upen the people 
is through a dissolution of all affiliation be- 


party. The announcement that he has bolted 
the caucus and abandoned the party for good 
and all will be the strongest possible evi- 
dence that the Republican party will not 
ado®t the free-whisky platform which he 
wants to force uponit. Sueh an assurance 
will de of vastly more value to the Republic- 
an party and to the country than Judge 
Kelley’s party services can possibly be. By 
all means let him go. 

There is another reason why the occasion 
for Judge Kelley’s defection is well chosen. 
His desertion of the Republican party here- 
tofore might have left him in some embar- 
rassment as to his future political attach- 
ments. But now hecan go directly over to 
the Democrats without compunction or in- 
consistency. His new ideas of political 
economy, or rather Bis old views clothed in 
new garb, find favor at the hands of the rul- 
ing faction of the Democratic party. Mr. 
Randall will receive him with open arms, 

e Southern Democrats will welcome him 
heartily on the free-whisky issue. He may 
earn a claim from the outset to Democratic 
gratitude by helping at the approaching ses- 
sion of Cengress to defeat every moderate 
scheme for the reduction of internal taxes, 
and thus leave the way clear for a total abo- 
lition of the system by the Democratic ma- 
jority of the next Congress. Now is the time 
of all others for Judge Kelley to abandon 
the Republicans and join the Democrats.

THE PROPOSED NEW BONDS. 

The report of Controlter Knox, to be laid 
before Congress next Monday, reviews his 
recommendation of the scheme that the United 
States shall purchase the outstanding 4 
and 4 per cent bonds by the exchange of a 
new per cent bond and a premium of §15 
to $17 per $100. We have denounced this 
scheme several times. The United States do 
not owe the public creditors anything be- 
yond the face value of these bonds. The 
fact that the bonds have a temporary market 
value of 119 does not increase the indebted- 
ness of the United States in the least, and 
the United States should in no wise pay any 
portion of such increased indebtedness. Let 
the bondholder who thinks his 4 Per cent 
bond.is a bonanza enjoy his possession. 
Why should the United States pay him $19 
per $100, and give him anew bend at 3 per 
cent, which in a short time may also com- 
mand a premium? 

The fact is, that the overflowing Treasury 
and its ever-growing income from taxes have 
inflated the public eredit. The United States 
is now taking annually from the hands of 
the people £150,000,000 of taxes beyond the 
needs of the Government. Suppose Con- 
gress shall reduce the taxes so as to leave 
this 810,000, 000 in the hands of the people, to 
be used by them iu their own business. Why 
should the United States extort in the way 
of taxes 40 per cent of the wages and income 
of Inbar to bolster up the fictitious value of 
railroaal stocks, or even the 19. per cent 
premiam on its own bonds, issued only a 
few years since at par? A reduction of taxes 
to the amount of $150,000,000 a year would 
leave in six years one thousand millions of 
dollars; now collected as surplus revenue, in 
the hands of the people, to be by them em- 
ployed in productive enterprises. The ex- 
penditures of the Government would in like 
manner be reduced, and the inflation of credit 
now so successfully operated by the over- 
flowing Treasury would be averted. The 
bonds now bearing 19 per cent premium, and 
which the Controller proposes shall be bought 
up at that rate, would then be purchasable 
at a lower rate, if deemed necessary. 

The scheme is proposed on the theory that 
to pay 4 per cent interest on $100 for twenty- 
five years is more costly than to pay 3 per 
cent interest on $119 during the same time. 
The difference fs a smal! one at best, but it is 
in no sense sufficient to justify keeping up a 
system of excessive taxation whose tendency 
is to inflate the market values of all fornis of 
indebtedness. ; 

No one is complaining of the rate of 4 per 
cent on the bonds to the extent of insisting 
upon the payment of the public debt. Let 
the Government leavé the principal of the 
public debt where it is, and let it leave the 
country during the next twenty*five years at 
rest from the remorseless taxation with which 
itis now oppressed. Let the outstanding 
bonds take care of themselves; let them rise 
or fall, as the case may be; but in the mean- 
time let Congress leave in the hands of thé 
people théir daily and weekly earnings, free 
from the confiscation and seizure of the tax- 
gatherer. 

If it be unprofitable for the National banks 
to buy bonds at 119 with which to obtain 
note circulation, and the banks in danger 
of being forced to reduces their circulation as 
4. consequence, that fact affords no reason 
why the Treasury should inerease -the prin- 
cipal of the public debt by making a new is- 
sue of e r bonds. The country is in no 
danger of losing asuflicient currency so long 
as it can offer the public a metallic security

Whether or not this little story was in- 
tended to convey a moral, it nas all the ap- 
positness of a. fable.

Session of the 100,000 Government oflices 
which holds the party together and gives it 
spasmodic energy in time of Republican mis- 
takes or popular indifferencé to political 
issues. The Democratic party has no con- 
certed, conipréhensive scheme of reform, no 
political mission to work out, no harmony of 
purpose in regard to finance or taxation, no 
ambition to settle problems like the civil- 
service question, or the count of the Presi- 
dential vote, or tne relations between the 
corporations and the people.

THE FRAYNE FOLLY. 

The cruel and unnecessary, though of 
course unintentional, shooting of the actress, 
Annie Von Behren, by Mr. Frank Frayne is 
one of those foolish and reckless phases of 
modern stage experience which make one 
feel like calling for the summary punish- 
ment of the actor who committed the deed, 
the manager who permitted this kind of 
rifle-practice, and the audience which encour- 
aged it by going to see it. There are cases 
where even hardihood is criminal, and this 
is one of those cases, Mr. Frayne had shot 
at the apple on the head of his blindfolded 
vietim night after night, week after week, 
and month after month, without any appar- 
ent risk, and consequently fancied that he 
could go on indefinitly with the reckless 
work, He never stepped to think that con- 
stant repetition of an act makes the actor 
thoughtless and careless, and that in all sueb 
eases it is only a question of time how soon 
fatal result must ensue. It may be deferred 
weeks, months, and even years, but if per- 
sisted in long enough the result must be 
tragic, producing the death or the maimmg 
of the victim. 

The public is familiar with the details of 
this horrible Thanksgiving tragedy, and we 
need not rehearse them. Mr. Frayne and his 
worthless play are familiar enough here, and 
his sensational scene has been often played 
upon our boards and applauded by crowds 
of silly, gaping people, many of whom un- 
doubtedly were morbid enough to watch the 
scene expectantly and wonder how soon the 
blindfolded girl would receive her death- 
shot. The shot has come. The poor girl! is 
dead, and the franti¢ actor who committed 
the deed may well rave in his frenzy and try 
to call back to life this dead girl who was 
so soon to become his wife. He may well 
invoke punishment wpon himself. It was a 
cruel, senseless deed, that must weigh upon 
his beart and conscience for the rest of his 
life, and his own legal guiltlesness does not 
affect the moral guilt or the horror of the 
act. Unless he be a man so abnormal that he 
has no sensibility at all itis not likely thathe 
will ever play in this drama again or consent 
to take part in ahy play where danger 
threatens in the remotest degree. 

It is not likely, however, that this tragedy 
will banish such plays from the stage or pre- 
vent other actors from performing feolhardy 
feats where human life is exposed. It is 
time, therefore, that the law interposed the 
most stringent penalties against these 
menaces to life, and that those who are will- 
ing to expose their own lives should be pre- 
vented and thus remove at once these dis- 
gusting 4nd demoralizing spectacies, which 
only tend to brutalize those who look at 
them.  Rifle-practice is not the only danger 
of this kind. In nearly all spectacular 
piays the members of the ballet are exposed 
to injuries of various descriptions which 
may happen at any careless moment, oc- 
casioned by firé or by falls from dangerous 
hights.. The trapeze is another deadly ac- 
cessory in many of these plays, and even 
with the prveewautio 
have been § kill and others have 
been maimed for life. It would be a 
blessing to the community if all these 
so-called leg dramas and mélodramas of the 
dime-novel order could be banished from 
the stage: but this is impossible, except 
through the medium of public opinion, and 
as the public just now seems to be in that 
peculiar frame of mind which ee try it to

and left it practically in the power of the 
registration officers to register—or rather not 
to register—whom they pleased. ‘Those they 
neglect to register must then go to the coun- 
1 — to get on the list, some of the coun- 
ties being 100 by 200 miles in extent. While 
it provides for a uniform envelepe to inclose 
tickets and forbids the marking pf it, it does 
not forbid marking the ticket, or perhaps 
waking it larger or smallerthan the opposi- 
tion ticket, so that it can easily be distin- 
guished by the eye or the finger from the 
other. In fact, the law was and is a fraud 
and an infamy, designed and used to hinder 
rather than to aid in a tree and fair expres- 
sion of opirfion at the polls.

FRENCH NOBILITY. 


A Tilt Against the Bearers of Bogus 
Titles. 
London News. 

French society is every bit as bad as En- 
giish in its weakness fora Lord. The onty 
ditference is that while British snobbism 
worships at a distance, French, with the na- 
tional pusslon for equality, alms at leveling 
itself to tha thing adored. The Frenchman 
often takes a title to himself, as he takes a 
ribbon, because he cannot bear to be without 
such a common thing. Viscounts in the av- 
erage salon lie thick as leaves in the fall. 80 
the salons never had a ruder shock than 
when an “ancient herald,” signing himself 
“Toison d'Or.“ announced in the Vol- 
taitre that he was out on leave 
from his sepulchre to study the heraldic 
composition of the French society of today. 
His preface was alarming. To judge by ap- 
pearances, he said, one might think that the 
Revolution had destroyed nothing and,on the 
contrary, that its chief business had been to 
make our aristocracy increase and multiply. 
He undertook to show that the canker of false 
pretense in titles had spread through all 
classes, and that, instead of fine sounding 
names, hardly one in twenty of the diplomat- 
ic abents of the Republic belonged to an old 
French house. Every French diplomatist 
seemed to think that he must have a title to 
keep in countenante among his brother En- 
voys at foreign courts, This, perhaps, would 
be the sole exeuse for M. de Tallenay, Min- 
ister Pienipotentiary at Lima, fer writ 
ing his name M. le Marquis de 
Talltenay.. The truth is, Marquis is 
merely his surname, and Tallenay is the 
118 to which be belongs. He is plain M. 
Marquis. of Tallesiay, but in no other sense 
the Marquis of that place. Since then, and it 
is some months ago, Toison d'Or“ hasbeen 
writing without phy and without stint. lie 
has every qualification for his task—humor 
and point, and. above all, a knowletige of the 
subject rare in the France of our day. Hence 
the growth of a despairing resignahon on the 
part ef his victims, who walk about as 


though looking for a corner into which they | 


may drop their borrowed plumes of nobiliary 
distinction on the sly. In a second ¢etter to 
the French Ministers abroad he asked 
whether Baron de Courcel, the French A0 
resentative at Berlin, would lose anythi 0 
real distinction by preseuting himself at 
that court as plain M. Chodron. The 
process by which he has become 
Baron de Courcel, though complex, is 
easily traced. His father obtained the 
right to add Courcei to his name of Chodron 
and to write himself M. Chodron-Courcel, 
Then, in process of time, the Chodron wore 
away from this appellation; the Courcel only 
remained. It Caurcelles, why not De Car- 
celles, after one of the old historic families 
of France? So, for a time, the name was 
actually written in this way. At length it 
lost the fina! syllable, but took the Baron as 
dommages-interets. The smaller fry ot 
diplomacy share in this castigation with 
great ones. Toison d'Or“ has no svoner 
released a Minister from his powerful grasp 
than he plueks up a little atlaché to hold 
him up to the derision of all the world.

The New York, Pittsburg & Chicaco 
Mailway—Another Trunk Line Be- 
tween the Kast and West. 

The New York, Pittsburg & Chicago Railway 
Company is about to commence work upon a 
road which will virtually give anew trunk line 
between the East and West, and which cannot 
but be of great interest to railroad circles. Al- 
thougu the parties interested are not yet pre- 
pared to give to the public all their plans, some- 
thing has been learned. A line is contemplated 
from Pittsburg, Pa., to Marion, O., adistance of 
177 miles, connecting at Marion with the Chi- 
cago & Atlantic Railroad, now almost com- 
pleted, and under the full control of the Erie 
Railway. The line of the New York, Pittsburg 
& Chicago penetrates and develops a continu- 
ous coai-tield for over 100 miles. This is the 
district from which comes the bituminous and 
cannel coal. 

The company also contemplates a direct line to 
Driftwood, Pa., and Salamanca, N. Y., thereby 
securing a sbort line, low grades, and an advan- 
tageous connection with Pbiludelphia and New 
York. The company has concluded the pur- 
chase of a large amount of steel rails, and bas 
now en route about 500 men to complete the 
constraction of the road between Wampum, 
Pa., and New Lisbon, O. The management of 
the road has lately been 1 by the fetire- 
ment of Mr. D. E. Culver andthe election of 
Mr. Thomas P. Simpson, Director and Vice- 
President. The promoters of the enterprise are 
said to be among the most substantial capital- 
ists engaged in railroad building and invest- 
ments, Among them are James S. Negiey, of 
Pittsburg, President; Thomas P. Simpson, of 
New York.

W. Lockwood, Charles Seidler, of Lorillard & 
Co.; L. M. Bates, of Bates, Reid & 
Cooley; Senator John R. McPherson, and 
D. . Carroll. of Pittsburg. The 
road will consist of a single track 
with 10 per cent sidings to eommence with, and 
will be ready for business within a few months. 
The capital stock of the road is $25,000 pe ile, 
and the bonded indebtedness the same.

An Arrangement by Which the Immi- 
grant Business Will Be Kept in the 
Hands of the Trunk Lines. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New Yor«, Dec. 1.—By a pian which the 
trunk-line railroads will put in operation Jan. 1 
the immigrant business will be kept entirely in 
their bands after thatdate. Hitherto the roads 
have allowed a commission of lb per cent to the 
steamship companies and otber agents, but the 
sum was not allowed to exceed $3on a single 
ticket. The ** scalpers”’ or brokers have done a 
great deal in the emigrant line. Many poor 
people have taken advantage of the emigrant 
rates. Not only this, but the brokers 
have supplied new arrivals in the coun- 
try to a great extent with tickets. 
They divided their commissions with their pa- 
trons, and in this way did a large business, 
Alter Jan. 1 emigrant tickets will only be issued 
to persons whose names appear in the manifests 
of the ships. Besides, the orders for the tickets 
must be given on the other side of the Atlantic 
and the tickets must be obtained upon them in 
Castle Garden. A joint agent representing all 
the roads will have an office in Castle Garden, 
and under the pooling arrangement of the roads 
the business will be distributed by 
Hill.. In Other words, tuo emi- 
grants will be sent in such a way 
us to equalize the business and give each line its 
percentage, without resorting tou money divis- 
ion of earnings. The commission, which will 
go to steamship companies alone, will be re- 
duced to 5 per eent and not aliowed to exceed $1 
on a whole ticket and 50 cents on a halt ticket. 
No conunission would be granted at ail except 
to reimburse the steamsbip companies fer ei- 
lecting the business of the lines. By this 2 
fo scaiper in tis country can an- 
dle emigrant; tickets. The lowest rate 
ticket that can be issued bere is 
the second class. The emigrant fare to St. Louis 
by the Erie, which bas done a great deal of the 
emigrant business, is $15.50. The second-class 
rate is $18.50, which makes a difference of 83. 
The tirst-ciass fare by all lines to Buffalo is 
$9.25. The emigrant rate is $6, and there is no 
second class, sO a passenger can only travel first 
class. The arrangement will continue for one 
year, and to secure a change notice must be 
given by one or ail roads before Dec. 1 next.

THE CASKET

the same sweet expression that characterized 
the living. The bullet-hole was hidden by a 
saturated cloth, the removal of which revealed 
a horrible sight. The wound, which was lo- 
cated high on the forehead, and almost directly 
above the left eye, was fully as large asa silver 
dollar. That death did not occur instantaneous- 
ly is remarkable. A handsome casket will be 
provided and the remains removed to Brooklyn, 
N. V., tomorrow afternoon, 

MRS. MARY VON BEILREN, THE MOTHER 
of the dead actress, telegraphed from Brooklyn 
for the body to be brought home, and a few 
hours later telegraphed the following: 

“T exonerate Mr. Frank Frayne from the sad 
accident. Please allow Mr. Frayne to accom- 
pany the remains of my Annie to ber home at 
once. Mrs. Mary Von Benge.” 

Frayne has received dozens of telegrams of 
sympathy from bis theatrical friends, among 
them Frank Mordaunt, John Dillon, William 
Harris, Eruest Stanley, and Nick Roberts. The 
one from Mordaunt is dated Houston, Tex., and 
reads: “Old boy, honest heart and true, be 
brave. My entire sympathy.” 

John Dillion sent this from Milwaukee: Ac- 
cept my most sincere sympatby. May God give 
you streneth.’’ 

The entire company will go with the remains 
to New York tomorrow evening. Engagements 
in Rochester and Syracuse for two weeks have 
been canceled.

THE PARENTS.

New YoOrK, Dec. 1.—The family of Annie Son 
ehren., who was Killed by Frank Frayne at 
Cincinnati, reside in Brookiyo. " Immediately 
after the accident Mr. Frayne telegraphed to 
a friend in that city: 1 have accidentally 
shot and severely wounded Annie Von Ben- 
ren.

Through a mistake in the 
address this telegram was not delivered until 
one had been received by Mrs. Von Bebren in- 
forming her ot her dauguter's death and asking 
what disposition to make of the body.

THE SIOUX COMMISSION, 


They Succeed in Forming a Treaty 
with the Indians at Siandiag Beck 
Agen cy. 0 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. . 

Sr. Pauw, Minn., Dec. L—A Standing Rock 
special to the Pioneer-Press says: The Sioux 
Com missioners arrived nere last Saturday, and, 
after four councils and the usual amount of 
diploma@y and eloquence on the part of the In- 
dians, they yesterday afternoon signed the re- 
quired agreement with perfect unanimity. The 
terms are really very fair—as follows: The 
northern boundary at the reservation is to be 
the Cannon Bali River, the eastern the low- 
water line of the Missouri, the southern the 
Grand River, and the western the 102d 
meridian. This gives in round numbers 
sixty miles of river front of an average depth of 
thirty-five miles. The number of Indians now 
here is 3,500, but an ipecrease Of about 1,500 is ex- 
pected from the Crow Creek Agency and sitting 
Bull and his band, when the military authorities 
see fit to release him. Each man, woman, 
and child is to receive a cow 
tor breeding purposes, and one bull is given to 
each twenty-five cows. Assistance Will be given 
them to build houses, and as so00n as a family 
takes a farm and cou:mences to cultivate it, they 
are to be furnished with a pairef oxen and a 
wagon. For ten years they are te have the 
services of a physician, miter, farmer, engineer, 
carpenter, and blacksmith, free of expense, and 
sehoois for teaching them meenanteal arta, as 
well as common schools, are to be sustained by 
the Government for twenty years. In addition 
to the above, the annuities now furnished are to 
be continued to them untl they are self-sup- 
porting: The commission bas Wade asimilar 
agreement with the Indians at Pine 
bud, and the Santee Ageuctes, and it is fair to 
presume that the tower Indrans will follow the 
example set them. An immense saereage will 
thus be thrown open tosettlement by the whites.

MURDER OR SUICIDE? 


Ugly Rumors Regarding the Death, 
Tuo Weeks Ago, ofa Wealthy York 
State Farmer, Who Was Supposed to 
Have Committed Suicide. P 
Special Dispatch to The Mhicago Tribune 
Srracuse, N. Y., Dec. L.—Two weeks ago to- 
day Coroner Knapp, of Syracuse, wus sum- 
mored to hoid an inquest on the body of Horace 
Smith, a wealthy farmer and land-owner of 
Lysander. The only facts brought out were 
that Smith committed suicide by hanging. His 
body was found suspended by a short rope from 
a ladder in one of his large grain-barns. But 
few witnesses were sworn. The remains were 
buried, and the family, consisting of bis wife, a 
rrown-up son, and daugbter, were seen 
ly overcome with arief. But a 
few days passed béfore ugly rumors 
gained eurrency. and it was boldly 
intimated that a crime of wondrous enormity 
bad deen committed. The fact that Mr. 
Smith's family bad tried by all manner of 
means to eet possession of bis property added 
fuel to the reports, till it was alleged that the 
case was not one of suicide at all, but that mem- 
bers of the family knew more aboutthe matter 
than they would dare * the public know. 
Some went so far as to ifitimate they bad a band 
in the banging. The greatest excitement began 
to prevail. This, together with the uneasiness 
of the family, led the officiais to investigate 
the matter thoroughly. The body was exhumed 
today. The developments are reported to be 
seusational in the extreme, but nothing can be 
learned from an otlicial source. It is reported 
that Miss Smith states that she discovered the 
body of ber father first, and the son asserts that 
he first discovered him. They are said to have 
left him: hanging without making any alarm. 
Some time after the body was first found James 
Van Wie came to the house and inquired for Mr. 
Smith. The sontold him that he gnessed his 
father was in the baron. Van Wie wanted to 
know if he was going to draw straw, at the same 
time walking toward the bari. When they 
reached the building young Smith opened the 
door and is alleged te have said: Does the cid 
man iook as though he was going to draw straw 
today? I guess be will not draw, much straw.”

On Wednesday of last week a notable inven- 
tion took its departure from the sbores of this 
jisiand. It was a magnificent smail bout which 
— * lately been buiit at Tompkinsville for 
George Gould, the son of Juy Gould. It is cer- 
tainly the finest boat ever produced by Stateu 
Island’s geniuses. Thirteen varieties of wood 
were used in constructing the vessel. The 
frames are made of the oldest of oaks; the keel 
was produced entirely from the prettiest ash; 
the plank is all of exquisitiy-veined cedar; the 
upper streaks consist exclusively of mahogany; 
the knees are of the brightest red cedar; the 
trimmings were cut from creamy-tinted white 
holly and pure and solid biack ebony; the 
backboard of pure, dark, rich nued- mahog- 
any; the stringers of choice maple; and 
the stem and stern of stanch Kanuck backma- 
tack, while the ornaments are cut from tul p. 
All the fiteings, even to eerews, oar-locks, 
braces, rudder, bars, buttons, etc., were con- 
structed of solid German silver, each one made 
to order, and fitted for their place in the boat. 
There were solid slips of this material environ- 
ing the entire outside of the boat. gunwales 
were made of tri-colored wood, all conjoined 
with studied effect and uicety, while there were 
carved, scrolled, and hand-made ornaments of 
unique and attractive form to be seen on all 

ides, inside, outside, topside, and bottomside. 
Stars, anchors, ensigns, and other nauticat de- 
vices were made of bright-lined woods, and in- 
geniously get into soli jeces of the purest 
white. This gorgeous craft is fifteen feet long, 
four feet and two inches wide, one foot four 
inches deep, weighs 130 pounds, and cost about 
$3 to the pound, or in the neighborhood of $400.

KILLED HIS SISTER, 


A15-YVear-Oid Snaps the Hammer ofa 
Gun Pointed at His Little Sister—The 
Gun Was Loaded and He Killed Mer. 

Seetal Uaspatcn to The Chicago Tribune 
Boston, Mass., Dec. 1.—Joseph Moriarity, 15 
years old, living at Northboro, yesterday secured 
an old gun and amused himself firing off gun- 
caps for some time. Finally. he entered the 
house and began aiming the gun at his sister 

Minnie, 8 years of age. While standing at a dis- 

tance of five feet apart, with Minnie on a short 

flight of stairs, young Moriarity aimed directly 
at the little girl, saying, **‘ How easy 1 can kill 

and pulled the trigger. There was a loud 
report, and the members of the house- 
hold came rushing to the scene. lt 
was found that a large charge ot 
shot had entered the right leg of Minnie in the 
vicinity of the knee, shattering itina shocking 
manner. It was decided that amputation was 
necessary, and the injured member was re- 
moved, but the wound proved a fatal one, and 
the littie girl died during the early parg of the 
night. It is thought by the parents of the chil- 
dren that the gun was not loaded originally, as 
young Moriarity had fired off a large number of 
caps without discharging the weapon, and the 
impression prevaiis that he afterwards loaded 
it. The boy does not seem to understand the 
enormity of the offense, and after the accident 
was playing about with apparent unconcern. He 
is known as a vicious boy, and is now in jail at 

Worcester.

justly called conservative wnen compared with 
the farmers of other lands; but they certainly 
seem to have given little study to the subject of 
fences and highways, or at least to have failed 
to appreciate the benefits which would certainly 
follow the construction of good, hard, well- 
drained highway over which heavy loads might 
at any season be hauled with comparative ease.

Few who have had no experience in keeping 
bees have any idea as to the work involved or 
of the profits which are sometimes secured by 
skillful management. A well-known bee- 
keeper, giving an account of his work for 1882, 
says that in May last be transferred a good 
strong colony from a Quimby hive into a Lang- 
strath frame. From this hive he has taken 
about eighty pounds of comb honey, largely 
made from blaekberry and clover blossoms; and 
meantime the colony bas increased to four 
stroug stocks and one light one.

arising trom the tendenév of some observers to 
read a magnitude as larger or smaller than 
others would read it.

Thatis the observation of 
contacts through the 2 This is a radi- 
cally different method o ure to that we 
have already noted; bat the endin view is pre- 
cisely the same—viz.: to obtuin a knowledge of 
the dispiacement or parallax due to observation 
from widely sundered points on the earth’s sur- 
face.

l HALLEY’S METHOD. 


The first was originally suggested by Dr. Bad- 
mund Hailey, second British Astronomer 
Royal, about 190 years ago. We can best explain 
it by asking the reader to refer to the diagonal 
tine in Our first diagram. If we draw aiiue one- 
sixteenth of an ine above it, and another line au 
eighth of an inch below it, the first will nearly 
represent the path of the planet across the sun 
as sou by an observer at Cape Horn, and the 
last the patn as seen by an observer in the 
United States. The rst line is longer than the 
last. if both are terminated by the curve. ‘That 
is, for this transit, the Southern observer would 
see the . — On the sun during a longer time, 
and the Northern observer during a shorter

DE LISLE’S METHOD. 


It will be observed that Halley's mode of deal- 
with thetransit requiresa ise determinu- 
tion of latitude for the several stations, and does 
not tnvoive the necessity of an ey no- 
curate knowledge of the longitudes of the sev- 
eral stations. Hence it was the earliest 
method available, as astronomers could nud 
the difference of latitude of two sta- 
tions on nearly the same meridian long 
before the electric telegraph furniszed 
the means for a precise determination of a 
difference of longitude between two stations. 
The method of using the lest was, however, 
pointed out (by De Lisle) tong before it could be 
practiced. The point may be understood by 
com paring one station with the theoretical view 
frou the earth's centre, resuit of the obser- 
vations at two places will be equal to the sum or 
ditterence of the separate results obtainabic 
by reference to the earth's centre.

There is no need of being provdked at this 
blindness of love.
